SecrioN 1. That section onc of chaptor two of an
act, approved June 22d, 1858, cntitled ¢t ah act to in-
corporate the city of Hastings, and to repeal its former
charter, be amended so nsto read as follows :

The annual election of the officers of said eity shall
be held on the first Tuesday of April in each year, in

When annusl eles- STich places in each election district in said city as the

onwbeheld ity council shall designate ; and the polls shall be kept
open from ten o’clock A.M., until four o’clock r.w., and
ten days prévious, notice shall he given by the city
clerk of the time and place of holding such clection by
posting notices thercof in three public places in snid =
city, and by publishing the same in the officinl paper
of said city, which szid notices shall contain the names
of the offices to be filled.

SgEc. 2. That section two of chapter two of said
act be amended, so as to read as follows : .

The elective officers of said city shalk be a mayor,

Whotw be eetive ClTk, police justice, two justices of the peace, two
officers constables ; also one alderman from the first, two from
the second, and one from the third wards in said city.

Sec. 3. The mayor, clerk and aldermen thus clect-
cd shall hold their oftices for one year, from the first
day of May, after their clection, and until their suc-
cessors are elected and qualified. The police justice,
Jjustices of the peace and constables shall hold their of-
fices for two years from their election, and until their
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successors are clected and qualified ; and shall, hefore Temsof omee
entering upon the dutics of their office, execute u hond

- to the mayor, to be approved by the city council, and .
take and subscribe the oath of office, as provided by
statute for other justices of the peace and constables,
and said justices of the peace and constables, when so
clected and qualified, shall he possessed of all the
powers, rights and emoluments as ave conferred upon
Justices of tho peace and constables, by the public sta-
tutes of this Stute.

SEc. 4. That scction eleven, of chapter three of
said act, be amended, 50 as to read as follows: ¢

The police justice shall have sole and exclusive ju-
risdiction to hear all complaints and conduct all exam-
inations and trials in all cases arising under any of the
ordinances of said city, and in all cases in which the
city is u purty, and shall have conewrrent jurisdiction
with the other justices of the peace in all eriminal and
civil causes, and he shall be entitled to the same fees
as is provided by law for other justices of the peace
for like serviges.

In case of the absence, sickness, or other disability
of said police justice, the city council may, by resolu-
tion, authorize either one of the justices of the peace
of said eity, to perform the dutics pertaining to said
police justice, and he shall for the time being, and un-
til his appointment is vacated, possess all the author-
ity, powers and rights appertaining to the ofice of po-
lice justice for said city.

Provided, That nothing herein contained shall be
deemed or so constrned as to deprive the police jus-
tice of his jurisdiction.

SEc. 5. That section six of chapter three of said
act, as amended by an act approved February 15th,
1860, be amended, so as to read as follows :

The city council shall have the power to elect & CitY rower ot ey
attorney, treasurcr, marshal and surveyor, and define wwa
their duties. _ ’

Sec. 6. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with sepeal of incon.
the provisions of this act are hereby repealed. wistamt sets

Sec. 7. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage.
